 Good healthcare for all also requires maintaining our 
community-based clinics and initiatives that promote 
healthy living in our communities that have limited ac-
cess to healthcare facilities.

 We must not allow attacks on the Affordable Care Act 
to cause us to lose the positive  benefits of the Afforda-
ble Care Act. Our overarching goal must remain to pro-
vide comprehensive and affordable healthcare to all 
Americans.
